Evidently, character complex mat- 
ter. influenced physical disposi- 
tions, temperament, and passions; but 
produced-mostly developed aptitudes 
acquired habits. fact, many circum- 
stances such .as: intellectual, moral, and 
religious education, the condition fam- 
ily life, the environment, the food regime, 
the degree physical comfort which 
one grows, etc., favor hinder the de- 
velopment child’s native instincts, 
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those that are, are ordained God.’ Peo- 
ple want spiritual refreshment soul apart 
from nationalistic attachment, which, from 
God’s creative action and the individual’s 
relation thereto, merely accidental.

The Study Characters 


There are diverse ways knowing chil- 
dren. First, study general psychology, 
and especially child psychology, will 
very practical. Then, can learn from 
the experience old teachers who have 
spent years classroom. This would save 
time and help avoid many 
“experimental blunders” which the poor 
children are always the innocent victims. 

This theory must completed 
careful study every pupil confided 
our care. Occasionally, remembrance 
childhood will help very much 
understand children and judge them 
especially can still visualize 
were then our ways thinking, our 
desires, the importance at- 
lached things, the which 
for certain objects, the extreme 


detestable this case which requires 
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versatility our feelings, our weakness 
against the suggestions exterior agents, 
etc. Even though all the pupils have not 
the same character had that time, 
still, this memory will great help 
give fair idea their general dispo- 
sitions, their way knowing, feeling, 
and willing. 

But mostly through attentive ob- 
servation the behavior and spontaneous 
activity children that one may draw pre- 
cise and useful conclusions. Trifles added 
trifles may reveal much about the char- 
acter child. The manner presenting 
himself, dealing with teachers and com- 
rades, the movement and expression the 
eyes, the slyness frankness the look, 
the accent the voice, the pronunciation, 
the heartiness the laughter, his behavior 
play school, his facility blush, 
grow pale, cry, the impassibility 
his face, his general bodily attitude, etc., 
may contribute reveal the interior dis- 
positions his soul. 


Observation the Playground 
School hours are usually not favorable 
the thorough knowledge children. 
They feel the watchful.eye the teacher 
and they check themselves sometimes suf- 


ficiently veil their defects and deceive. 


Still, zealous and clear-sighted teacher 
can, even school, make interesting obser- 
vations. Thus, the child’s application 
carelessness doing assignment will re- 
veal his laziness diligence. The intelligent, 
curious boy will find plenty questions 
ask the lessons explained, whereas 
dull student will listen passively, just wait- 
ing for the end. boy forgets warning 
too soon, lightheaded and dissipated. 
The way that scolding and punishments 
will accepted may reveal whether the 
boy proud, fiery, peevish, submissive 
and meek. The frankness pupil’s look 
and his readiness admit his guilt will 
betray straightforward disposition. 
who never looks anyone the face, who 
hides himself misbehave, who never ad- 
mits his faults, even when caught 
the act, hypocrite and liar. 

But the favorable hour observe chil- 
dren recess time. Then, free from all 
restraint, entirely absorbed play, over- 
excited the tense situation, and not 
suspecting the teacher’s scrutiny, they just 
let out their tendencies and passions. Their 
gestures, their words, their very silence will 
reveal the intelligent and attentive teach- 
er, their dispositions and character.

justice. 

Timid the contrary, stay the 
background and accept the most .ungrateful 
assignment. They know how dare; 
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they don’t risk anything, they are stopped 
the least difficulty. They are afraid 
draw attention themselves and are will- 
ing anything secure the approval 
and favors leaders. 

The selfish boys and the “cheaters” are 
excluded from all games. one wants 
them; they are reduced withdraw 
some corner and play game their own. 
The deriders and teasers take pleasure 
tormenting defenseless comrades. The sus- 
ceptible children, the jealous characters, the 
quarrelsome tempers, get angry and argue 
with everybody; times, they provoke en- 
ergetic reaction from others; and then, they 
complain about their playmates who, 
course, are always picking them, “poor 
innocent lambs!” 

Such child has good soul, but hot- 
head; talks back promptly and imposes 
respect. This other boy has keen sense 
justice and dares champion the right 
cause against the unjust proceedings in- 
terested partisans. This one 
courageous, and quick decide; fears 
obstacle and will face danger save 
partner. Another, gifted with self-control, 
will take defeat with smile and win 
game without pride. 

The teacher who would not profit the 
great source information provided 
the playground, would deprive himself 
the most valuable means acquiring child 
knowledge. 


Character Charts 


Should the religious teacher just confide 
his memory the remarks made the 
character his pupils? Some educators ad- 
vise the method noting down complete 
character analysis each pupil, 
have adequate knowledge the latter’s 
standing and devise means educating 
him properly. These character sketches, 
course, should strictly personal. in- 
sure discretion, one might replace the name 
the child number. This system will 
oblige the religious teacher study every 
mode the pupil’s activity and will con- 
tribute develop extensive psychologi- 
cal insight.

aims. 


Grace and Good Will 


But the formation good character 
possible? dreamy philosophers, 
such Montaigne and Rousseau have de- 
nied that possible; they even assumed 
that work would evil deed. 
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But this against experience and sound 
philosophy. Character has been defined 
crystallization habits around cen- 
tral nucleus which the native tempera- 
ment,” again, “the physical tempera- 
ment plus the moral nature.” both 
definitions distinguish two elements 
character: the native element and the moral 
person. can very little about the 
native element temperament; will 
never essentially modified. But the moral 
person never thoroughly bad; aside 
vicious instincts, there are always and 
everyone, virtuous inclinations. The will, 
helped outside influences, can play the 
part intelligent gardener this case, 
and may “pull out weeds bad habits, 
fertilize, and protect useful plants good 
deeds, and sow fragrant flowers virtues.” 

“No nature good that cannot be- 
come bad through vicious habits; and 
nature bad that cannot, with God’s 
grace, personal effort and vigilance, over- 
come, purified, and sanctified” (St. Fran- 
cis Sales). 

Evidently, left themselves, children 
lack the energy necessary for this struggle 
and would soon become dominated their 
wild instincts. They need directed, 
sustained, excited, encouraged, this fight 
against themselves. 

Let try then convince them the 
importance character life, multiply- 
ing the reflections and considerations the 
advantages good character and the 
inconvenience bad one. must enter 
into details and point out how such pe- 
culiar temper contributes the misfortune 
take occasion everything: history lessons, 
school events, social happenings, etc., to- 
ward that purpose. 


Mt. Baker from the end the highway. 
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the boy who tries avoid responsi- 
bilities such excuse as: can’t help 
it, that’s temper,” must stress the 
idea that everyone can and must, through 
vigilance and earnest effort, conquer his evil 
inclinations and develop good habits. 

But their will will not influenced with- 
out strong motives; these must ex- 
plained. Success business, happy family 
life, social influence, Christian obligations, 
Catholic action, fruitful apostleship, eternal 
welfare, God’s glory, the salvation souls, 
etc., are some the ideas which may 
prompt children develop well-balanced 
and pleasant personality. 

The frequent suggestions personal sac- 
rifices essential factors success are 
highly recommendable. Every act self- 
conquest that the boy performs strengthens 
his will and weakens the bad habit that 
contradicts this virtuous act. Willful 
submission school regulations, faithful 
obedience superiors, constant fidelity 
the least duty school life, are funda- 
mental exercises for the child the devel- 
opment good character. 

Then, delicately and tactfully, the teach- 
may profit any occasion reveal 
each pupil the latter’s main tendencies, good 
bad, pointing out what could done 
build virtuous disposition. The best 
method take the child the act 
doing something, and reveal him the 
consequences, good bad, the habit 
which fostering that action. Gen- 
eral instructions are too theoretical 
rule.

personality teacher which may 
quite objective will endeavor know 
himself. This objective checkup the writer 
calls “truth party.” The ancient prescrip- 
tion, thyself,” still sound, and 


purpose the “truth party” 


show that, with earnest participation 
the “party” self-knowledge may result. 

understood, course, that the per- 
sonality cannot changed except mod- 
ifying the individual himself. attractive 
personality cannot reading 
books personality taking courses, 
etc. Like all other educational problems, 
personality problems are solved 
analysis, self-analysis, and surveying all 
resources dealing with it. Honesty and sin- 
cerity, therefore, are the requisite qualifi- 
cations for the participants this “party.” 


Know Thyself 


Since this “party” for the teacher’s 
benefit, fitting that all the games 
should center around his needs, and since 
religious teacher the spiritual should 
given precedence. 

Now, regard the “games” 
played this party, what are they? 
these may take the form “solitary,” 
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“bookkeeping” games 
“friendship” games and 
games. not necessary that all these 
played any one party. The reactions 
one, played fairly, may prove helpful 
for some time. all the games the teacher 
tries get objective image him- 
self possible. would tell him 
face all things used look away from 
and dig all kinds memories was 
but too happy forget. Hence, must 
face reality and his cards his game 
solitary must marked, not with clubs 
and spades but questions. 

Before beginning this game question- 
ing should realize that the most impor- 
tant influence molding the character 
his pupils the quality his own example 
the art living. Pupils want see ideals 
embodied living person and when they 
don’t see them they are disappointed. 
Hence, the first questions the “solitary” 
game may pertain the spiritual side 
the personality. the duty the re- 
ligious teacher form Christ the hearts 
his pupils, but before doing that he, 
himself, must spiritually fit. 


Fundamental Questions 


All preparations have been made and the 
“truth party” has begun. the cards are 
turned up, here are few the many ques- 
tions that might appear: 

real Catholic teacher? 

what way differ from the teacher 
the public school? 

conscious the importance and 
power prayer bringing about this 
change personality? 

praying for pupils say, “Lord 
make them instead of, make 
better order that may win them 

this important work education 
let feverish natural activity usurp the 
place God’s action life? 

out for the interests God, 
self-seeker? 

aware that self-centered activities 
are detrimental soul’s true life and 
result the disintegration person- 
ality? 

These are only few the questions 
that might appear those cards.- They 
have only one purpose and that make 
the religious teacher conscious the fact 
that educational activities that are not 
“rooted” Christ have little value.

Those are few points upon which the 
teacher might examine himself. The teach- 
who not educated emotionally will 
generally display traits such the bluster- 
ing, impulsive, pugnacious person ex- 
hibits. Such teacher not making proper 
use his emotion anger; really 
dissipating it. Frontal attacks seldom reg- 
ister any actual achievement. the con- 
trary, they often result loss ground. 

This little “game” questions the teacher 
his spiritual, intellectual, and emotional 
life. While has not touched upon his 
physical and social life, does not mean 
neglect them they are important parts 
the whole personality. However, they 
are not the phases most neglected and, 
hence, the omission their elaboration.

and Homework 


Sister Adelbert, S.N.D., Ph.D. 


Fifty years ago, the average child secured 
large share his education with activities 
carried home, shop, field, and com- 
munity. society became increasingly com- 
plex, the school assumed more and more func- 
tions. And schools 
important, complex courses study were 
established, new subjects were added the 
curriculum, increasing amount time was 
required. Teachers were unable finish the 
required work school. Homework, conse- 
quently, became established practice, and 
subsequently serious problem. 

true that homework keeps the parents 
touch with the school program; that de- 
velops feeling responsibility the child; 
but there seems two sides the ques- 
tion: some teachers sin omission; others 
sin commission. small doses, homework 
meets few objections. Furthermore, there 
reason the world why lower-grade pupils 
should burdened with homework. Most 
parents, trained under older educational sys- 
tem, have neither the techniques nor the in- 


formation necessary teach children home 
supervise their study. 

the other hand, face another problem. 
Recently seventh-grade teacher wrote, “The 
parents the work the child and expect the 
child get credit for it.” All too many chil- 
dren get good grades written homework 
done others. This morally hazardous. 
Teachers should not, rule, assign written 
work done home and graded school. 
This procedure tempts too many deceive. 
paper prepared home, the children 
give its salient points from memory. 
arithmetic, they should expected solve 
similar problems school. 

Some teachers complain that children not 
prepare any work outside class unless they 
are obliged hand written assignments. 
small amount written work should as- 
signed, but should the type that will 
benefit the pupil even should receive 
outside help. Furthermore, nothing should 
assigned for study unless one intends check 
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it. Teachers themselves know that they 
studied for those professors who gave them 
frequent short quizzes. The same should done 
with the children. Naturally, this demands 
the part the children well 
the teacher. will obviate such assign- 
ments as, “Study the next two chapters,” 
assignment which means mountain work 
the conscientious and little nothing the 
average child. 

good, progressive Catholic teacher in- 
terested the whole child his spiritual, in- 
tellectual, well as, his social and physical 
well-being. She recognizes the need recrea- 
tion during out-of-school hours, and knows 
that homework often interferes with such 
recreation and sleeping hours well. She 
doesn’t imagine that devolves upon her 
give the children homework just keep them 
“busy” and out mischief. 

The right kind teacher recognizes that 
the “new” type assignment has educative 
influence; homework which consists en- 
couraging interests which are initiated the 
school but carry over the home, the play- 
ground; experiences which develop cultural 
pursuits, and train the children effective 
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members home and community; which 
not interfere with the activities that help the 
child make wholesome family contacts and 
that grow into healthy family relationships. 


she growing teacher, she realizes 


the day gone when the whole school day 
was passed hearing the recitation lessons 
which the children studied home. “Those 
days are gone forever!” longer teaching 
learning and lesson hearing.” The reci- 
tation has given way planning, teaching, 
study, and testing. Aud the teacher can 
carry this program satisfactorily only when 
she can observe how her children study and 
what type work habits they have. She knows 
that correct practice important aspect 
habit formation. She does not want the pupils 
undertake exercises home, where bad 
habits are likely developed which must 
overcome later school. 

making her assignments, she takes into 
consideration not only the children’s individual 
differences mentality, but their home cir- 
cumstances and facilities, their health, and 
their home location. She always avoids blanket 
homework assignments. the past, and unfor- 
tunately sometimes the present, was the 
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child who was ill and returned school who 
was loaded with extra work make 
missed assignments. Frequently the child who 
slow but conscientious devotes all out-of. 
school hours meeting these demands the 
teacher, only the expense his 
and physical health. 

The common-sensed teacher realizes that 
the child progresses into the upper grades 
should get accustomed more home 
and larger assignments which will facilitate 
matters when enters high school. Home 
study there should assigned cooperatively 
English one day, mathematics another, history 
another, and on. Children should not 
required wrestle with more than one heavy 
subject home day. possible that the 
teacher who persists assigning excessive 
homework admitting her inability accom- 
plish her task teaching? 

All all, not homework that needs 
condemnation. the unreasonable type and 
the excessive unbalanced amount given. Let 
common sensed and take into considera- 
tion the radical changes the social conditions 
the present generation.

The practice students 
classified the books, typed catalog cards, made 
book cards, and oversaw activities general. 
Some mistakes were books receiving 
duplicate numbers, books inserted 
cases upside down, and call numbers trans- 
posed. But the inventory showed these errors 
few. There was some heartburning when 
certain beloved series books were set aside 
unworthy attention— Tom Slade, the 
Bobbsy Twins, Tarzan, and others. But 
least two hundred books were weeded out 
leave bright, energetic, and “live” collection 
approximately six hundred volumes. The 
bound National Geographics were set aside 
and marked the back with large “M,” 
the reference books “R,” and fiction with 
The other books were placed shelves 
prominently labeled and within convenient 
reach, leaving dust-catching bottom shelves 
empty.

The Guild System Grade Six

The troublous times which live, with 
the very atmosphere charged with economic 
insecurity and unemployment difficulties, prob- 
lems much discussed adults that they are 
reflected the lives the children, are re- 
sponsible for interesting activity grade 
six. 

February began the study the 
Town and the Guild Systems the later 
Middle Ages history. class was group 
children many whose fathers were mem- 
bers some trade-union. These children 
expect follow the footsteps their 
fathers; consequently, they are vitally inter- 
ested anything that concerns Dad. 

took eleven-year-old boy unusual 
seriousness grasp one moment the cause 
and cure for most the trouble: 

“Why, those fellows nowadays would only 
back and start all over and like they did 
the olden days there wouldn’t half 
much trouble. They prayed much and took 
such good care one another that they got 
along well.” 

With some advice and much spontaneous 
effort the part these children, they were 
able work out interesting unit. First, 
they organized themselves into Guild Mer- 
chant which was the governing body 
the town, they then divided the larger group 
into various craft guilds: the silversmiths, the 
armorers, the tanners, the leatherworkers, the 
tapestry makers, the weavers, the glass blowers, 
and the jewelers. Each group was made 
from four six members who called them- 
selves master craftsmen, times journey- 
men and apprentices. 

Each master craftsman built himself card- 
board replica the interior open-front 
shop, showing small cardboard apprentices and 
journeymen work. Samples their work 
were displayed the walls the shop. Sev- 
eral tanners cut realistic hides from old cast- 
off coat collars hang their shops scatter 
over the floors. The tapestry workers colored 
very effective scenes heavy unbleached 


muslin for the back walls their shops. 
found amusing touch the weavers’ shops. 
These little people had fastened small pieces 
cloth the hands the apprentices and 
had generously scattered their scraps over the 
floors “to show what hard workers are.” 

After the shops were finished grouped 
them around the room according the guild 
which their owners belonged. The parts 
the room which the groups were placed were 
called streets such as, Silversmiths’ Street, 
Tanners’ Street, and Jewelers’ Street. 

the meantime Guild Merchant meeting 
had been called for the following Friday. 
that day each guild planned presenting, through 
its alderman, the name the guild, its patron 
saint, its symbol, the spiritual and corporal 
works its members had pledged themselves 
perform, and the part they planned take 
the miracle play. 

Before hearing the report from the crafts 
guilds, the Guild Merchant proposed, voted on, 
and passed nine laws concerning the working 
hours and special works practiced all 
the members the Guild Merchant. These 
were: 

master craftsman shall work keep 
his journeymen working after 8:30 the eve- 
ning. (This applied home study.) 

member shall late for work the 
morning noon. 

Guild members should polite all 
times. 

All guild members should open doors and 
carry packages for older people. 

work, the duty the other members 
his guild help him. 

member any guild shall sell (hand 
in) any but his best work. 

tax three cents each two weeks shall 
placed the members the Guild Mer- 
chant. (This was the amount our dues 
former mission club which now incorpor- 
ated the Guild Merchant and which worked 
from thenceforth that body.) 


All money from these taxes shall 
help poor mission South Carolina and 
ransom Chinese baby. 

All members the guild shall collect 
many canceled stamps possible for the home 
foreign missions. 

10. shall the right the Guild 
chant expel from its guild any member who 
breaks any the above laws and does not 
improve after warning. 

The first guild appear before the Guild 
Merchant was the silversmiths makers 
silver bowls, platters, pitchers, trimmings for 
saddles, bridles, and belts. Their patron was 
Saint Boniface; their badge, cross; their 
spiritual work, decade the rosary each day 
for the destruction Atheistic Communism:

Even music came for its share the activ- 
ity. Each guild composed its own guild song 
telling its wonderful craftsmen and how 
well they worked. The workers also learned 
several beautiful hymns later 
when they had their processions. 

The spirit charity which this activity de- 
velops the children inestimable value. 
The spiritual and corporal works practiced 
the workers fills them with sense per- 
sonal responsibility for their fellow men, which 
worth while. This feeling brotherhood 
will increase these children they grow 
older. 

During the month May had several 
processions honor our Lady, the beloved 
all medieval Christians. sang hymns, 
and the alderman the Guild Merchant car- 
ried her statue.

“Make your geography work definite and 
concrete. Instruct the child such way that 
can see how the world conditions affect him 
his own city, his school, and his home,” 
challenged our principal rose dismiss 
from geography conference. This was the 
inception our world fair, which gave our 
school local prominence for season. 

teach three classes geography the 
grammar grades. The pupils began the work 
the fair with enthusiasm, and articles for dis- 
play came pouring immediately. Many 
the children brought toys and small household 
articles made Germany, France, Japan, and 
other countries. Some had relatives living 
faraway places who had sent them interesting 
and unusual articles, many which were 
brought school. was surprising how 
many things the children were able bring. 
Practically every important country the 
world was represented. The parents the 
pupils gave their heartiest cooperation. 

Many the city merchants offered valuable 
suggestions for the fair and information 
where certain things were produced 
cient abundance exported. One merchant 
secured for several sound films the rais- 
ing oysters, cranberries, olives, cotton, 
tobacco, etc. Another merchant lent watch 
display showing every screw, wheel, and spring 

All these things together with number 
manufacturers’ exhibits which received 
answer post-card inquiry, gave nearly 
thousand pieces for our fair. 

For mounting displays, secured black per- 
cale, which fastened over the blackboards. 
Articles too heavy pinned the cloth 
from the molding above the black- 
board labeled and put display table. 
classified our products grand divisions, 
except the case North America, which 
the United States received separate and de- 
tailed attention. divided the states into 
groups given the geography, and put 
into the different groups the products which 
were characteristic them. Our own city, 
which coal and steel center, was given 
display all itself. 

The project was expansive that took 
every branch the schoolwork. History being 
akin geography, can correlated many 
ways. Some the topics that covered 
were: the development the countries; the 
existing among nations; the methods 
communication, old and new; and the de- 
velopment inventions cheapen the cost 
production. 

Points that required investigation resulted 
reading lesson, and the oral written 
from these readings resulted con- 
and practical English lesson.

world fair excellent “publicity agent” 
for the school. The children scoured the city 
for interesting things. Some the parents 
called know when the fair would open 
for the public. They stated that their homes 
they had the fair conversation topic for 
every meal, and they were becoming curious 
see it. 

The value world fair extends citizen- 
ship training. The children learn work 
committees that help plan the display and 
interview the proprietors the near-by 
factories and mills.

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Demonstrations Genera Science 
Sister Hope, C.D.P. 


This age has rightly been called “Machine 
Age.” Never before did man see such variety 
devices and appliances the market 
well the home, designed lessen his 
labor and add his comfort and recreation. 
wonder, then, that the child takes such 
interest science. Many grammar schools 
have introduced course elementary science 
their curriculum satisfy this demand.

What has interested the pupils the 
science classes most, were the demonstrations 
given the teacher simple little experi- 
ments they performed. These pupils now wish 
share their pleasure with the rest the 
students the school.

The following are demonstrations that will 
great interest and amusement. one 
student performs, another reads the explana- 
tion the scientific principle underlying the 


demonstration. 


Matter anything that has weight and 
occupies space. has general and special prop- 
erties. means platform balance, 
determine the first property “weight.”

Creative writing really broad term for 
includes all types writing that employ 
the imaginative powers.* Alma Paschall the 
preface her book Creative Expression re- 
marks, the traditional system teach- 
ing composition, too much emphasis often 
placed upon the student’s ability appropriate 
source materials for his own use. asked 
write life Robert Browning and goes 
the encyclopedia for his information. More 
less unconsciously uses the exact phras- 
ing the reference book. told 
describe his own experience during previous 
vacation. doing this calls upon memory. 
self-expression, should trained depend 
upon his imagination supply ideas and his 
will power bring these finished form.” 
Miss Paschall believes that the rather recent 
interest creative expression not the fad 
the moment but that will grow im- 
portance because the training which crea- 
tive writing gives the will and the imagination. 

this paper entitled “Creative Writing 
four points: first, the values creative writ- 
ing demand that give consideration; 
second, creative writing being done al- 
most every subject the high-school cur- 
riculum; third, creative writing used 
some extracurricular activities 
man has given the privilege including 
the extracurriculum); fourth, owe 
our students train them creative writing. 

the first place, then, shall consider 
the values creative writing. seems 
that these fall easily into three divisions: 
educational, practical, and aesthetic. 

That there educational value teach- 
ing creative writing easily demonstrated. 
First all, makes class interesting. 
this day and age when teachers have com- 
pete with movie stars and orchestra leaders 
and sports heroes the great process get- 
ting and holding attention, they will willing 
almost anything make their classes 
interesting. the second place, creative writ- 
ing aids the formation good work habits 
greater extent than any other subject 
the curriculum with the possible exception 
laboratory science. develops the powers 
observation that will make for fuller, more 
interesting life. calls for precision and exact- 
ness and perseverance, qualities that are es- 
sential any student matter what his life 
ambition. makes thinking necessity and 
every teacher knows how little real thinking 
most students do. 

addition aiding the formation 
these habits, creative writing has other edu- 
cational values. affords subtle opportunity 
for the teacher points grammar, 
punctuation, and spelling. Somehow students 
take different attitude toward these me- 
chanics when they are taught correlation 
with creative writing. subjects other than 
English, where creative writing done for 
secondary purpose, acts powerful 
means grasping subject matter. The associa- 
tion with the creative work makes the ideas 
part the student’s experiences. Work 
this type definitely increases the student’s 
vocabulary, end that most desirable.

Finally, creative writing may the answer, 
least partial one, the question that wor- 
ries many teachers: How can motivate our 
superior students work their capacity 
without driving the average students des- 
peration? Educators are rather well agreed 
upon one point: The American dream uni- 
versal secondary education has failed make 
due provision for individual differences. Rev. 
Dr. George Johnson points out this flaw and 
expresses the opinion that “The gifted youth 
perhaps the most sinned against all our 
school population.” Dr. Johnson says that 
the effort democratic, have ad- 
justed our studies the needs those 
average even less than average intelligence 
and consequence they fail challenge 
the superior student who, consequence, 
does not receive the development which 
his powers are Shall not, per- 
haps, find creative writing way

The educational value creative writing 
extracurricular activities lies principally 
its training leadership. Doing work this 
sort brings out the student with initiative and 
challenges the superior student show his 
powers. sometimes happens that student 
who reticent and retiring drawn out so- 
cially because able creative writ- 
ing and feel that par with his 
fellow students. 

the second place, creative writing has 
practical values that reach over into life situa- 
tions. may paving the way for Catholic 
writers the coming generation. They are 
our schools somewhere. Why not give them 
the help they need? But even our students 
never become professional writers, shall 
have opened their eyes interesting and 
profitable pastime. Most teachers would 
surprised they knew how many students 
their classes keep secret notebooks filled with 
stray bits prose and poetry their own 
composition which they long show some 
understanding teacher. 

Another practical value training crea- 
tive writing that such training will teach 
students write interesting, worth-while let- 
ters. all know how feels receive 
letter from friend who has viewed some nat- 
ural phenomenon the World’s Fair and find 
that all has say that having 
“wonderful time” and that everything 
“gorgeous.”

Finally, there are aesthetic values that evolve 
from the teaching creative writing. Such

“Why you teach manuscript writing 
the first grade when not carried the 
other grades and utilized? not waste 
time teach this type writing?” teacher 
asked the other day. 

This question sums the precise argument 
against manuscript writing the first grade, 
think, and, because experience has been 
favorable establishing enthusiasm for 
regardless the criticism, wish briefly 
discuss its merits and countless advantages. 
Not that shall attempt elaborate the 
theory manuscript writing; that has been 
accomplished others more able than 
wish merely present some few practical 
ways which manuscript writing has been 
benefit classes and me, that others 
may helped well.

Some teachers prefer introduce the teaching 
cursive form the latter half the second 
grade, but have found useful make the 
transition the latter part the first grade. 
seems that the change should de- 
layed only until the pupil has become mature 
enough make the transition easily. 

understand that some supervisors 
schools require that each teacher the gram- 
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mar grades accomplish something the way 
manuscript writing the course the 
year. can see that this would most help- 
ful. keeps enlivened the work put into 
manuscript writing the first grade, and 
can useful many activities, for in- 
stance, art. Are there not many lessons art 
where manuscript writing needed make 
the work complete? not useful the 
making booklets, posters, tickets, etc.? 
resourceful teacher would find many ways 
putting manuscript writing account, even 
though she did not teach first grade!

These words 
quoted from the general introduction Childcraft 
may seem almost platitudes theory, and yet 
guided them, the editors have prepared set 
volumes which have brought those theories 
into the realm the practical. Not alone the 
child, but the child guide has been considered 
choice material, size, binding, and format 
the books. With binding design Milo Winter, 
the colorful array bookshelf will attract 
“children every age.” The volumes, with the 
exception XIII and XIV which seem awkward 
for child, are desirable size and thickness, 
and are durably bound. 

Edgar Farquhar and Patty Smith Hill, the 
editors, intended means this library assist 
the child and his guide “through literature the 
past and present and through the advice and 
guidance specialists childhood education and 
development.” The first six volumes comprise 
carefully selected anthology poetry and prose 
for the child’s use, extensively illustrated color 
and black and white, with gay borders and 
end papers.

Science and Wisdom 

Jacques Maritain. Cloth, 241 pp. $3. Charles 
Sons, New York, 

This book translation Maritain’s Science 
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Sagesse. consists two distinct parts. Part 
one treats “Science and Wisdom,” and Part 
two treats “Reflections Moral Philosophy.” 
Part one subdivided into three chapters: 
ence and Wisdom,” “The Philosophy Nature,” 
and “The Philosophy Faith.” These studies 
are the text lectures given Maritain, re- 
arranged part and amplified with additional 
material. 

Maritain begins elucidating the meaning 
wisdom and science. Both are forms knowing, 
but wisdom the highest form knowing 
firm and stable way, while science means knowing 
detail and proximate apparent causes. 
The question the value, legitimacy, and rela- 
tive position and importance these two forms 
knowing treated from the standpoint 
cultural philosophy. 

The ancient world was the scene com- 
petition wisdoms—that the Hindus, 
the Greeks, and the Jews. Each was distinctive 
its central thought and trend. the begin- 
ning the Christian era the conflict between 
the wisdom and the wisdom 
faith was remained for the intellectual 
geniuses the Middle Ages show that these 
two wisdoms were not antagonistic. particular, 
these two wisdoms were harmonized supreme 
synthesis St. Thomas Aquinas. 

St. Thomas taught that there are three types 
wisdom essentially distinct 
ordered infused wisdom the wisdom grace, 
theological wisdom, and metaphysical wisdom. 
They differ from one another their objective 
light and their formal object. Thus each has its 
proper place human knowl- 
edge and life. Metaphysical wisdom leads naturally 
wisdom, and theological wisdom 
the wisdom grace. this manner there exists 
spiritual union between them. 

The Cartesian revolution disturbed this union; 
attempted separate philosophical wisdom 
from theological wisdom. The effort, however, 
centered physics rather than metaphysics, 
and from that point undue attention was di- 
rected toward science, seeking 
through science, and owners nature.” 
This disrupted the natural order knowledge. 
Kant went step farther and separated science 
from metaphysics. And thus came about that 
theology and metaphysics were longer con- 
sidered true sciences. The result was harm- 
ful all. The problem our day the recon- 
ciliation science and wisdom. 

The conflict between philosophy science 
must harmonized genuine philosophy 
nature, distinct from metaphysics and the special 
sciences, but integrally united both. The exact 
sciences cannot without the solid foundation 
thorough metaphysics, nor can metaphysics 
without the detailed information the sci- 
ences. The sciences cannot pose true philos- 
ophy nature; and metaphysics cannot reach the 
universe immaterial realities, does not 
grasp first all the universe material real- 
ities. Only this way can both have normal 
and healthy development 
spheres knowledge and lead true wisdom. 

Philosophy, however, not isolated phe- 
nomenon the human mind, and cannot 
completely detached from man and his redemp- 
tion; should be, and must again become, 
philosophy faith, truly Christian philosophy. 
Considered its pure nature essence, philos- 
ophy depends only the evidence and criteria 
human reason. Taken concretely, however, 
certain state, and such cannot develop 
full completion without faith and Christianity. 
From faith and revelation philosophy receives ob- 
jective data and subjective reinforcements which 
give the character practical knowledge 
stabilized truth organic and sufficient 
manner. Philosophy science its own right, 
but with respect theology, “infravalent.” 

his “Reflections Moral Philosophy” 
Maritain answers the objections certain critics 
concerning the organization the moral sense 
and examines several doctrinal questions con- 
siderable difficulty, with view particularly 
restoring the true structure and aspect moral 
philosophy. Moral philosophy indeed exalted 
faith and theology, and a’so subalternated 


theology, but the order culture has 
its own proper object and department 
philosophy.

WHAT THE GRADUATES DID 


survey the graduates Catholic high 
schools community should help the schools 
fit their present students for the place they 
will take the world. 

June, 1939, questionnaire was sent the 
graduates 1938 from eight diocesan high 
schools Hamilton County, Ohio. total 
747 graduates addressed, 390 52.2 per cent 
replied. 


How Many Studied? 


the 390 who 24.3 per cent 
had completed full year college other 
advanced school. these 68.5 per cent were 
boys and 31.5 per cent were girls. Thirty- 
nine these students worked while attending 
college other school and did not work. 

addition those who finished year col- 
lege, eleven students entered college but did not 
complete the year. 

Courses pursued for the year were: liberal 
arts 16, commerce 21, engineering science 
premedical nursing household arts art 
physical education applied arts journalism 
beautician teaching 

The number graduates who were continuing 
their education was increased who had en- 
rolled part-time classes public and private 
colleges, high schools, business schools, etc. while 
they were working. 


How Many Worked? 


the 390 who answered the questionnaire, 
284 had sought employment, and per cent 
these (176 graduates) secured full-time employ- 
ment within the year, the average time required 
secure job after leaving school being 4.5 
months. addition, secured part-time jobs. 
This means that per cent those who sought 
work secured least part-time employment. 

Most the employment secured was commer- 
cial office, secretarial, clerical, and selling. Fac- 
tory and shopwork was second with less than 
one fifth the number commercial jobs. This 
situation may, perhaps, for the 
fact that the commercial course the only vo- 
cational course the diocesan high schools which 
these students attended. But among those who 
sought employment, per cent the boys who 
had taken the commercial course and per cent 
who had taken the secured jobs; 
the girls was and per cent, 
respectively.

The results this rather cursory survey would 
indicate that three fourths our students com- 
plete their formal full-time education with grad- 
uation from high school. Hence the Catholic 
school officials the community surveyed, along 
with many other parts the country, are 
asking themselves:
